WASHINGTON, March 20.—(Special Tele-
gram . )—The Transmissigxippl exposition bill

row. Dave Mercer Ia laying his plans for
a coup. and hopea to win eut, notwithstand-
ing Chuirman Dingley’'s objections to the
measnre, which have been pronounced since
the Ll was Introduced as carrying an ap-
propriation with It. Dingley {8 not acquainted
with the work that Is being Jdone to pamss
this bill In the commities. Eleven members
of the vaventeen on the committee have per-
monally pledged themselves to vote for the
measure, and elght of this number have
agrosd Lo be present at the commillee moet-
ing tomorrow and help boost the exposition
Bill toward final passage. It la planned to
take up the bill Immediately upoa the eon-
vening of the commitiee, and even if neces-
sary, In fnce of Dineley's protest. Tonlght
it looks like a bold move on the part of Mor-
cer and his friends, but Dave 1s a fighter
and, having carcfully consldered all phases
of the question, has prepared for the contest
tomorrow with Chalrman Dingley.

Congressman Gamble of South Dakola was
conslderably elated when he read this morn-
fng the sotion of the South Dakota republicans
in the state eonvention Wadnesday upon tho
money question. It but emphasizes what he
snid pime timoe ago In reply to General Gros-
venor of Ohlo, who on the foor of congrops
wlasxidd SBouth Dakota as a free silver state.
Gnmble stated that his state belleved In bi-
metallilsm, based upon International ngree-
ment. He belleved that the 8t Louls plat-
form would give to silver the standing it
merited, and upon that platform South Da-
kota would bo willing tp stand,

ACCEPTS THE SENATE AESOLUTIONS,

Conferener Commiitcs on the Caban
fQuestion Getn Together,

WASHINGTON, March 26 —After a noesion
with the seante conlerence commities on the
Cuban question today of less thin half en
howr's duration the houss canferees agreed
to aceept the penate remolutionm. The con-
ference today wae merely formal In charae-
ter, ns this conclukion was praotically reached
AL yesterday's meeting. This action will
have the #ffect of taking the quesilon en-
tirely out of the wenate and of tranaferring
all further diseuzsion on the Cuban question
to the house. The senate resolutions are as
follown:

“Rosolved, By the Beoate (the houme of
representatives concurring therein), That o
the opinton of congress a condition of public
war exists between the government of Spaln
and the governmert proclaimed and for some
time maintained by force of arms by the
people of Caba and that the United States
of America should maintain a strict neutral-
Ity between the contending powers, accord-
litg to each all the rights of belligereshey in
the ports and territory of the United States,

“Ramolved, further, That the friendly offlces
of the United States should be offered by the
president to the Spanish government for the
recognition of The iddepondonce of Cuba."

The house conferees wera reluctant to re-
lingquish the resolutions prepared by thelr
committes, but the plain alternative was
presented to them of the senate resolu-
tions or no resolotions. They were In-
formed by the sanate conferses that the only
colurse hy which resolutions oould  be
agroad upon by both housess was one which
woild shut off the senate from more de.

bate. They were told Senator Hale had
served  potlee  that If the question was
brought forward agaiu in the senate |t

would be debated to the end of the session,
if necessary, by the opponents of recog-
nitlon to the insurgents. The senate can-
ferees also =ald they belloved filibustering
tactics would be sesorted to In the senate
1o suppresa action (f any opportunity for
thelr exercise was given. These roprosenta-
tions prevailed upon the representatives of
the house to accept the senate declaration.
The first section of the resolutlons was
accoptable to them from the frst, but the
accond, of which Senator Cameron ik the
author, seemed to them entirely impracti-
enbls of execution. Under the arrangement
reached the senate conferees will report
the agreement to the senate and the ques-
tion wlill he elosed 8o far as concerns that
boldy. The house conferees will report to
the house a recommendation that it nccept
the senate resolutions and the house will
vote upon tha ratification of the report.
Chatrmun  Hitt now expocts to make the
report tomorrow. Several memberg of the
house nre preparing reports on the subject.
General Draper of Massachusetts, who was
the most active opponent of the resolutions
on the forelgn affairs committee, but was
not able to be present during ‘he first de-
bate, will make a speech.

COST OF THE PACIFIC RATLROADS,
Secretary of the Interlor Furnishes
the Sennte Somoe Informailan,
WASBHINGTON, March 26.—Ip response to
a resolution, the secrotary of the Interlor
today sent to the senate a statement from
the office of the railroad commisioner show-
ing the cost of construction of the Unlon
Pacific to have averaged $50,000 a m'lo! of
the Central branch, $:7,313; Sloux City and
Pacifie, $43,000; of the Kansas Paelfic,
$63,767. The report shows that as early as
1881, the officials of the road refused to
reveal to the government officlals the amount
of stock held by individual stockholders, and
this Information has never been in the pos-
resglon of the commlissioner. The commis-
sloner Is also fgnorant as to where the
bonda of the companies are held, The
mortgage debt of the Unlon Paclfic, exclusive
of the government llen, is $82,782,856, The
land grants to these four roads amount to
18,841,000 acres, of which 12,000,000 was to
the Unlon Pacific and 6,000,000 to the Kan-

sas Paclfic.

SENTENCE OF DISMISSAL AFFIRMED.

President Clevelnnd Heads a Naval
OMMicer n Lecture.
WASHINGTON, March 26,—The result of
the general court-martial in the case of
Medical Inspector Bdward Kershnoer, U. 8.
N., convieted of violation of a lawful regu-
lation, issued by the secretary of the navy,
and also of seandalous eonduct, tending to

the destruction of good morals, was made
publie in orders issued from the Navy des
purtment today. The officer was dismissed
from the nuval servies, and in approving
this wentence of court-martial, the presi-

dent wrote as follows:

EXRBCUTIVE MANSION, March 17, 1896, —
The sentence In the foreguing case ‘or M---'!—
joal Inspector Edward Kershner, U, 8. N,,
I8 hereby conlirmed and approved. I have
exam'ned all the proceedings In this care
and everything bearing upon It with fthe
utmost care, and would have been glai to
find a justification for u mitigation or the
gentence Imposed, I have not been nble,
howoever, to oscape the convietion that Med-
foal Inspector Kershner, with an unworthy
intent and In an insubordinate spirit, vio-
Inted an imporiant and salutary regulation
of the Nauval department. I am nlgo fully
eanvinead that to conceal his fault, he de-
Hberately and under onth gave evidencs be.
fore a courlt of lngulry, which, *f it did not
teahnieal'y constitute perjury, amounted to
n plain and Intentlona sugeestion of fu'se-
hood and a willful suppression of the truth.

These offenses, of which the necused has
been found gullty, Involve o much that it
{8 pertlous to the high sense of honor (hat
should characterize the persinuel of our
navy, and so much thut Is dangerous to
proper discipline In that branch of the
gervice thot It seems to me b proper regard
for publlie duty preciudes interference with
the sentence which the court-martigl has

Hippolyte's Denth Confirmed.
WASHINGTON, March 28.—The state de-
partmont has recelved a cablegram from Un-
fted States Minister Smyth at Port au Prinece,
Haytl, confirming the Paris report of the
death of Prestdent Hippolyte of Haytl, The

Lined. Its resources are represented as un-
I'mited, comprising much agrieultural land,
40,000,000 acres of grazing land and the
Iargest unbroken forest area in the United
States, as well as rich depoeits of gold, sliver,
copper, lead, onyx, marble and preclous
stones. The population is placed at 80,000,
and is represented as rapldly Increasing.
The territory Is sald to be prosperous. The
people of the taerritory, the report says, are
almost a unit for statehood.

Licenses for American Fishermen,

WASHINGTON, March 26, —United States
Consul General Riley at Ottawa has In-
formoed the State Department that the Do-
minlon government has prepared a form of
license for United States fishing vessels,
permitting them to buy bait and supplies
and ship men, ele., simliar in terms to the
unual form, except that It contalns & stipula-
tion to prevent evasion of the law in the fol-
lowln eclause, added to the leense: “Will
boecome null and vold and forfelted herewith
and the vessel wil become Ineligible to ob-
taln n lleense In the future If any goodg or
supplles or other advantages obtained here-
undar, are sold or transferred to any Unlited
States fishing vessel that lias not obtained
a lleense.'

Favornble Report on Lahor BII.

WASHINGTON, March 26.—Senator Per-
kins, from the committee on education and
labor, today presented a favorable report
on tha bill anthorizing the appolntment of
a non-partisan commlission of labor, agricul-
ture and capital, The committee amended
the bill so as to provide that the commis-
g'on shall consist of five members In the
Interest of labor, o be designated, one from
#sach of five labor organizations; five in the
interest of agriculture, three of whom shall
be designated by the farmers all'ance, and
two by the National grangs, and of five in
the interest of capital, to be selected from
among manufacturers and those representing

House Votes Down All Amendmenta Of-
fored to It

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL COMES UP NEXT

Resolutlon Introduced Providine for
n Commission (o Investignte
nnd Meport on n Cors
rency Syatem.

WASHINGTON, March 20 —The naval ap-
propriation bill was passed today without
substantial amendment. An effort was made
by the advocates of a larger Increase of the
naval strength than was authorized by the
blll o Increase the number of battleships
from four to six. This Increase was Sup-
ported on the floor by Messrs, Hanley, Cum-
mings and Johnson, of Caltfornia, and op-
poasd by Messre. Boutelle, chalrman of the
cammittes, Hulick and Robinson. The house
by a Inrge majority stood by the recommenda.
tlon of the committes, the proposition for
six  battleship® mustored but thirty-two
votes against 134, Varlous other amend-
mente were offared, but all falled, The bill
as passad carrios $31,611,084, and authorizes
the construction of four battleships and
fifteon torpedo boats, the total cost of which
will be In the neighborhood of $15,000,000.
The sundry civil appropriation bill, which

was reported today, will be taken up tomor-
Fow.
At the opening of the Houss Mr. Heatwole

fntroduced the following resolution, which
was referred:
Wherens, In lHeu of our present Inade-

qunie banking and currency system It is de-
sirable that congress have the ald of such
recommendations a5 A non-partisan commis-
slon of experts might be able to offer,

Resolved, That the president s herby
nuthorized to appoint nine cltizens, eminent
in trade, political economy and banking, to
act with the comptroller of the curréncy As
auch commission, and that such commission
report its conclusions to congress,

Beveral minor bills were paszed as follows:
To provide for relmbursement for the con-
atruction of a sswer on the permaneit reser-
vaticn at Hot Springs, Ark.; to grant the
Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe Rallroad company
the right to acquire terminal facilities at
Davis, 1. T.

THREE HOURS FOR DREBATE,

Bhortly before 1 o'clock the house went
into committee of the whole and resumed
conalderation of the naval appropriation bill.

It was declded to allow thres hours for
general debate on the paragraph relating to
the increase of the navy. Mr, Hanley, a
member of the naval committee, who favored
a larger Increase In the navy than the ma-
Jority of the committee, argued in favor
of an amendment which he gave notles he
would offer to increase the number of bat-
tleships from four to six. Although his peo-
ple llved a thousand miles from tidewater,
they were patriotic enough and proud enough
to desire to see their country with a navy
befitting its position as the greatear country
on the globe. He thought It was time for
the United States to enter upon a distinc-
tively npational polley. He referred to the
aggressions of Great Dritain and our foreign
complications, as an argument for a strong
navy. The rebublicans pursued a simlilar
course. No party could afford to block the
destiny of the United States, and now that
the republicans were clothed with power
they should not hesitate to carry out the
promises malde when they were In opposi-
tlon.

Mr. Hulick eald he endorsed all Mr. Han-
ley had said, but he argued that in view of
the condition of the treasury It was unwisa
to authorize more than four batleships In
this bill. As to the bullding of dry docks,
i the zecratary of the navy thought It was bet.
ter to expend the money to be appropriated
for ships than dry docks, and bulld the lat-
ter at some subsequent thme,

Mr. Jehnson favored the Hanley amend.
ment for six battleships instead of four.
He ridiculed the bravade with which we had
during the past few months announced our
willingness to declare wor on the first class
powers of the world, With our navy, our
pretenslons were preposterous. In the évent
of war with Great Hritaln, we would be
powerless to prevent Britlsh ships from com-
Ing up the Potomac, as they did In 1813, and
sacking the capitol of the country. God
fought, as Napoleon said, on the side of the
heaviest battal’'ons. We necded a strong
navy, If we were to continue to parade our-
gelves among the natlons of the earth with a
chip on our shoulder, we must be prepared
to fight {f the chip was knocked off. No
matter how Just our cause might be, the
devils In lhell would laugh at our discom-
fiture and say we degerved our defeat be-
cause we were not prepared.

Mr. Robinson argued In support of the
Jjudgment of the committee. He had
listened, he said, to the *‘forensic song and
dunce’” of the gentlemen from Indiana and
Californin, but that did not appeal to him.
He and his people wers in fayor of a liberal
appropriation for a modern navy to police
our coast, but they did not favor an enormous
navy for the purpose of competing with Eng-
land or continental powers in a display of
militaryizm,

Mr. Commings, also o member of the com-
mittee, followed with a strong and eloguent
speech In favor of a larger increase of the
navy.

VOTING DOWN AMENDMENTS.

Mr. Boutelle closod the general debate in
favor of abiding by the judgment of tho
naval committee,  This bill would ba the
largest authorization for ships In the his-
tory of the country, and would task our
capacity to the utmost. In conclugion,
Mr. Boutelle expressed the hope that the
Hanley amendment, to increase tho number
of battleships from four to six, would be
voted down,

The vote was then taken on the amend-
ment, and on a rising vote is was defeated,
32 to 134, !

Mr. Fisher offered an amendment author-
jelpg the president to order one or more of
the vessels authorized in the bill to be bullt
in the government yards when, In his opinion,
satisfouclory evidence was furnished that
they could be ®0 built within the appro-
priation, It was important, he said, that
the ship bullling plants at the government
yarde be kept in order,

The emendment was defeated, as was the
one offered by Mr. Hilborn, to Increase the
number of torpedo boats to be bullt on the
Paelfic coast from one w five. Mr., Tate
offered an amondment to provide that drafts-
mén @nd designers of the plans of shipe

Senators Wolcott, Prootor, AlliTon, Call,
Cockrell, Gorman and Chandler pa'd high
tributes to General Casey, and approved the
resolutionn, although Mr. Gornan  thought
It might establish a bad precedent. Mr. Hill
withdrew his objection and the Green resolu-
tion was adopted.

A Jolut resolutlton was adopted allowing
ex-President Harrison to accept decorations
from Brazll and Spaln.

The bill appropriating £50,000 for a public
building at Wash!ngton, Pa., was passed,

The joirt resslution was passed, providing
for the appointment of a commission under
the directlion of the secretary of war, pre-
Himinary survey. with plans, specltfications
and approxhmate est'mates of the cost
thereof, for the construction of a ship canal
of approved width and depth from the lower
shore of Lake Michigan to the Wabash river
and for ths further Investigation of the prac-
ticability of the construction of such water-
way.

The legislative approprintion bill was then
taken wp.

Mr. Sherman moved to strike out all the

sections referring to a change in the sya-
tem of paylng district atterneys and
marshals, He spoke against encumbering

appropiiation dMlls with goneral legislation,
Ha also opprsed the high salaries proposed
by the blll. At a time when the revenucs
cf the government ara less than the expendi-
tures, high salarles shonld not be pald.
Mr. Sherman asked why thesge federal oflicors
should receive more than prosscuting at-
torneys and other local and state officers.

Mr. Hear, chalrman of the judiciary com-
mittee, eupported Mr. Sherman's motion,
while Mr. Hill sald it was a good time, when
the populists hold the balance of power In
the senate, to abandon the viclous poliey of
adding general 1" zislatjon to appropriation
bills. Mr. Hill declaydd that he would haz-
ard the appropriation DI, and risk an extra
scaslon rather than have tie chiange made
by the means of a rider-to an appropriation
bill. The legislative hill was then laid aslde.

Mr. White reported favorably from the
tarritorial committes,' thé bill  admitting
Arizonn to statehood. . Bllls were passaed
fixing Sitka and Juncan as the places of hold-
ing the district court for Alaska, and also fix-
Ing the terms of courl: Intreasing the lmit
of cost for publlc bulldings at Cheyenne,
Wyo., Bolse, 1daho, and.

SHE CLAIMS THE DAVIS MILLIONS.

Montann Millionaire Lenves n For-
tune to lle Founght For,

BUTTE, Mont,, March 26.—Something ke
consternation was thrown into the camp of
the numerous heirs and claimants of the
Davis millions Iast night, when Attorney
M. J. Cavanaugh filed a petition In the
district court in behalf of one Mrs. Huldah
Queen Davis, otherwlse known a& Huldah
Snell of Kern county, California, asking for
the revocation of the old will and laying
claim to the whole estate of many milllons,
alleging that she is the surviving wife of the
dend milllonalre, Andrew J. Davis. Davis
was not known to have been married and
his relatlves here laughed at the claims of
the California woman when first heard, about
n year ago. The petitlion makes her claim
serious, however. Bhe alleges that she was
married to Davis August 15, 1842, in Carroll
county, Arkansas, and was his lawful wife
until his death in Butte, March 14, 1800,
Two children were born to them, she says,
one, May Isabelle, now Mrs. Isabelle Marrow
of Fresno, Cal., and the other, Laura Annle
Calhoun, living In San Francisco. The petl-
tloner asks that all the property now In the
hands of the administrators be divided among

He Intended to
return and pay back the money he had taken,
His share of the estate, he sald, was $15,000,

veal thelr Intlmaey if she did wo, and Lhat
she, fearing such a dl=closurs, attempted to
kill him and then committed suicide. Thiw
suppositlon Is borne out by statements made
by Miss Addie Qrifiths, a freiend of Annfe,
who was with hor the day before her death.
She thon told Miss GriMiths that Langdon
was to meet her thiat night (Saturday), add-

Ing: “I'm not golng to have anvthing mora
to do with him. 1I'll tell him when 1 see
him that I won't keep hls company any

more."

On the same oceasion Annle complained of
o toothache and Misa GriMths went with her
to a Chestnnt street drug store and aaked for
pomoe chloroform, It was not &old to her and
she eald she could get It from a dental stu-
dent whom she knew,

Thoe statement of Dertha Stewart, the
sorvant employed in the Glrard avenue house
confirms the =tory that a quarrol nt'uurrad
between the couple on the day the glirl died.

Nothing definite concerning the use of
pol=on in the case will be known untll the
chemist has made hie report on the analysis
of the girl's stomach, which will not be
completed for several days. A number of
lotters were taken by the detectives from
Langdon's postofMce box, and wseveral of
them were from a girl employed as & type-
writer for a conl company In Raleigh, N. C.
These were couched in the most loving lan-
gunge, The inquest will not be held until
next weegk.

WAS A RAILROAD NUILDER.

A dispatch from Altoona, Pa., says. Bamuel
P. Langdon, under arrest In Philadelphla in
connection with the death of Annle Me-
Grath, organlzed and bullt the Altoona &

Mrs, Langdon arrlved here loday from
Pitteburg and went at once to the ofMce of
Assistant Distriet Attorney Barlow, with
whom slhie held a short conferonce, She
left the city tonight. The young man to
whom the dead girl was engnged, I1s Howard
Fitzslmmonsg, a jeweler of Westchester, He
was In this city today. In an Interview, he
sald he met Anna MeCrath at Atlantie Clty
during Inst esnmmer Langdon was with her
ut the time and passed as her uncle. When
she returned to this city, he visited her a
number of times at her home. He said she
was always very ladylike, He admitted
glving her the dlamond ring found on Lang-
don after his arrest, and on which was en-
graved, "H. . to A. M."" The date for their
marriage was set for June 23, of this year,
He expressed himself as surpriged over the
girl's fate, and had no idea of the dual life
she was leading.

COURT SUSTAINS THE COLLECTOR.
All Corrants Coming from Zante Sube
Jeet to Duty.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 206, —United
States Judge Morrow rendered n decislon in
the celebrated “Zante currants' ease today,
in which he held that all currants coming
from Patras and Cephalonia, In the {sland of
Zante, wero Zante currants in the meaning
of the tariff law, and therefore, subject to
United States dutles. The matter was
hrought up by Collector of the Port Wise, In
an application for a writ of review of the
decision of the Board of United States Gen-
eral Appralsers at New York, in the malter
nf the classification of 500 barrels of currants
at San Franclseo, which wvere involced as
“Plum Pudding Label J2 Currants.”  The
collector classified them as Zante currants
and assessed a duty of 1% cents a pound
thercon. The lmporters flled a protest with
the general appraisers, clalmlng the ecur-
rants wero not Zante currants, but currants
grown in the provines of Grooce, and there-
fore free of duty as dried frult not otherwise
provided for In the Wlilson blll. The ap-
pralsers upheld the protest, and thereupon
Collector Wise referred the question to the
United States court for fnal adjudication,
In summing up, Judge Morrow says that, In
s opinion, the olassification of the artiele
Imported and Involved In the cage made by
Colleetor Wige was correct, and that the cur-
rants are subject to the duty of 114 conts por
pound, The opposite decision of the general
nppraisrers was declared erroncous and ore

dered reversed.
